Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  the  nineteenth  and  last  Annual  Report  for  which  I 
will  be  responsible,  I have  pleasure  in  drawing  your  attention  to  the 
following  points 

Vital  Statistics  : It  will  be  noted  that  the  birth-rate  in  the 
Borough  during  1938  was  15.1  per  thousand  of  the  population.  This 
was  equal  to  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  but  a little  below  the 
average  in  the  Borough  for  the  past  ten  years,  which  was  15.5. 

The  death-rate  of  11.5  was  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  lower  than  the  average  in  the  Borough  for  the  past  ten  years. 

It  will  be  observed  that  39.9  % of  the  deaths  occurred  in  public 
institutions. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  : The  rate  of  infant  mortality 
per  thousand  live  births,  equalling  36,  was  one  of  the  lowest  recorded 
in  the  Borough,  and  compared  very  favourably  with  a rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  53,  a rate  for  the  great  towns  of  57,  and  a 
rate  for  the  smaller  towns  of  51. 

In  this  connection,  I would  further  draw  your  attention  to  the 
age-distribution  of  this  infantile  mortality.  11.5  was  the  mortality 
rate  for  children  under  one  week  ; 18.1  the  rate  for  children  under 
a month  ; 8.2  the  rate  for  children  between  one  and  three  months  ; 
8.2  for  children  between  three  and  six  months  ; and  1.6  the  rate  for 
children  between  six  and  twelve  months.  This  age-distribution  of 
mortality  compares  very  favourably  with  other  areas. 

In  view  of  the  many  directions  in  which  the  Authority  take  measures 
for  the  welfare  of  mothers,  and  children  under  five  years  of  age,  the 
results  are  particularly  gratifying. 

Two  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  1938 — one  from  placenta 
praevia,  and  the  other  from  toxic  jaundice.  The  maternal  mortality 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  per  thousand  live  and  stillbirths  was 
2.97,  and  that  for  Dover  3.2. 

Amongst  the  four  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified  during 
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the  year,  no  child  suffered  from  permanent  impairment  of  vision  ; and 
all  the  ten  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  reported  recovered. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  the  extensions  which  you  have  effected 
in  your  services  for  the  expectant  and  parturient  mother  have  pro- 
duced good  results. 

The  system  for  an  obstetrical  specialist  to  be  available  for  the 
family  Doctor  to  call  in  consultation  in  difficult  cases  has  worked  very 
well,  and  in  several  instances  resulted  in  the  patient  being  treated  at 
home,  rather  than  being  sent  to  a bed  in  the  maternity  ward. 

Your  scheme  for  providing  sterilised  maternity  outfits  has 
been  much  appreciated.  Some  191  outfits  were  supplied,  the  total 
cost  was  £35  16s.  3d.,  of  which  patients  paid  £27  18s.  9d.,  making 
the  net  cost  to  the  Authority  £7  17s.  6d.  for  the  nine  months  that  the 
scheme  operated  in  1938. 

The  scheme  for  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
is  being  used  considerably.  In  this  case,  however,  the  patients  have 
not  been  able  to  contribute  a great  deal  towards  the  expenditure. 

The  County  Council’s  proposals  in  regard  to  a new  Maternity  Unit 
in  the  Borough  where  County  and  Borough  cases  could  both  be  treated 
is  now  receiving  your  consideration.  It  will,  obviously,  be  much 
more  economically  provided  if  it  is  possible  for  the  Unit  to  be  erected 
near  enough  to  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  for  it  to  form  part  of  the 
Hospital  premises,  thereby  having  the  advantage  of  the  facilities  so 
far  as  the  operating  theatre,  cooking  arrangements  and  nursing 
accommodation  are  concerned.  If  the  Corporation  have  to  provide  a 
completely  separate  Unit,  these  items  will  add  materially  to  the  cost. 

As  regards  the  notification  of  births  by  Doctors  and  Midwives, 
the  record  for  Dover  is  good,  98  % of  the  births  in  the  town  being 
notified,  of  which  20  % were  notified  by  Doctors,  and  80  % by 
Midwives. 

Under  your  Maternity  Beds  Scheme,  beds  in  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital  were  occupied  on  585  patient  days  by  Borough  cases,  and  on 
244  patient  days  by  County  cases,  a total  of  829  patient  days. 

Infectious  Diseases  : Turning  now  to  the  question  of  infectious 
disease,  it  will  be  noted  how  few  cases  have  occurred  in  the  Borough, 
and  how  much  the  modern  methods  of  treatment  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  in  the  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Pyrexia, 
and  your  preventive  immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  have  all  con- 
tributed to  reducing  considerably  the  incidence  of  infection  in  ‘ the 
town.  Let  me  give  one  example  of  how  this  reduction  has  effected, 
not  only  an  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  Borough,  but  a financial 
economy  for  administrative  purposes.  In  1925  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
were,  on  an  average,  spending  43  days  in  hospital,  at  a cost  of 
£29  19s.  Od.  In  1938  Scarlet  Fever  cases  spent  an  average  of  26  days 
in  hospital,  at  a cost  of  £12  2s.  Od.  for  the  period. 
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Water  Supply  : A good  deal  of  detail  in  regard  to  the  purifica- 
tion of  water  will  be  found  in  the  report.  In  spite  of  the  fact,  however, 
that  the  Public  Analyst  reports  very  little  free  chlorine  in  the  water 
after  treatment,  complaints  are  still  received  from  the  public,  and  one 
has  confirmed  by  personal  experience  in  the  household  that  the  chlorine 
is  still  perceptible  to  the  taste.  There  is  another  method  of  treating 
water  which  is  carried  out  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board,  and 
which  does  not  leave  any  taste  after  treatment. 

School  Medical  Service  : Much  matter  of  interest  is  contained 
in  Dr.  Nicholl’s  report.  There  is  one  point  in  regard  to  the  assessment 
of  nutrition  at  the  routine  inspection  of  school  children,  i.e.,  that  the 
percentage  of  slightly  sub-normal  children  was  11.5,  as  against  6.6  in 
1937.  This,  however,  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  for  England 
and  Wales,  which  was  10.6.  There  was  only  one  case  of  bad  nutrition. 

General  : I feel  that  it  should  be  put  on  record  how  much  Air- 
raid Precaution  duties  have  disturbed  and  interrupted  the  normal 
duties  in  the  Public  Health  Department.  Those  duties  are  practically 
all  concentrated  on  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  public  and  pro- 
moting their  physical  well-being,  and  it  is  not  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  public  that  there  should  be  any  slowing-up  in  the  activities  of 
the  Service. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  your  Medical  Officer  appreciates  your 
courteous  consideration  of  the  many  problems  he  has  had  to  present 
to  you  during  the  nineteen  years  he  has  held  office  in  Dover.

B.  -EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE 

YEAR. 

Population  : 

The  Registrar-General  furnishes  annually  the  official  estimate 
of  population  for  computation  of  local  vital  statistics.  The 
estimate  furnished  for  mid-year  1938  is  1147  below  the  1931 
census  figure.  The  question  of  these  estimates  was  raised  in 
1936  with  the  Registrar-General,  who  adhered  to  his  estimate. 

The  principle  on  which  these  official  estimates  are  based  is 
given  in  an  explanatory  memorandum  by  the  Registrar-General 
as  follows  : — 

“ . . . The  estimates  represent  the  calendar  year  as  a whole, 
and  may  accordingly  be  regarded  as  referring  to  the  position  at 
the  middle  point  of  the  year.  Further,  they  purport  to  repre- 
sent ‘ resident  ’ populations,  and  are,  in  this  respect,  different 
in  principle  from  census  populations,  which  consist  simply  of  the 
persons  who  happened  to  be  enumerated  in  the  several  areas  on 
census  night,  whether  resident  in  the  area  of  enumeration  or  not. 

''  The  estimation  procedure  may,  on  these  premises,  be  said 
to  consist  of  first  adjusting  the  enumerated  census  populations 
of  1931  to  conform  to  a distribution  by  residence — in  accordance 
with  the  statements  of  ‘ usual  residence  ’ on  the  census  returns 
themselves — and  then  modifying  the  basic  resident  population 
in  accordance  with  available  evidence  of  changes  in  population 
which  have  occurred  between  the  date  of  the  census  and  the 
30th  June  (in  the  year  concerned)."

As  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  populations  vary  in  different 
areas,  the  crude  death-rates  do  not  form  a true  index  of  mortality 
for  comparative  purposes.  The  Registrar-General  has,  therefore, 
forwarded  for  each  area  a factor  to  be  applied  to  the  local  crude 
death-rate  in  order  to  render  it  comparable  with  the  crude  death- 
rate  for  England  and  Wales,  or  the  similarly  adjusted  death-rate 
for  any  other  area.  This  ''  areal  comparability  factor  " (A.C.F.) 
applies  to  the  crude  rate  for  “ all  causes  ” only,  and  not  to 
individual  case  rates.  The  factor  for  Dover  is  0.92,  and  applied 
to  the  recorded  death-rate  of  11.54  gives  a corrected  death-rate 


of  10.61  for  comparative  purposes.

These  averages  are  for  all  cases  admitted,  but  serum  is  only 
given  to  those  patients  who  still  have  a rash  on  admission,  or  if 
the  rash  has  gone,  who  still  have  a temperature. 

The  numbers  admitted  to  hospital  are  comparatively  small, 
but  they  are  about  87  % of  all  cases  in  the  area  which  the  hospital 
serves  at  present,  a combined  population  of  89,213. 


The  majority  of  the  cases  had  serum  rash,  even  when  desen- 
sitised. The  general  serum  rash  responded  well  to  adrenalin. 
Some  cases  showed  cardiac  slowing  and  arrhythmia.  All  those 
tested  for  haemolytic  streptococci  were  found  negative  at  the 
end  of  three  weeks.  There  were  no  return  cases.

(b)  Nursing  in  the  Home  : The  Town  Nursing  Association  was 
re-organised  in  affiliation  with  the  Kent  County  Association  and 
the  Queen’s  Institute  for  District  Nursing  at  the  end  of  1935,  and 
the  full  scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  1936. 
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(c)  Mid  wives  : On  the  28th  January,  1937,  in  view  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936,  the  Town  Council  made  a further  applica- 
tion to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  an  Order  making  the  Council 
the  Local  Supervising  Authority  for  the  Borough  under  the 
Midwives  Acts,  1902  to  1936.  This  application  was  refused  by 
the  Minister  of  Health  on  27th  April,  1937.  In  consequence,  the 
Kent  County  Council  remain  the  Supervising  Authority  in  the 
Borough  for  the  purposes  of  these  Acts.

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(i)  Sera  and  Vaccines  : Arrangements  for  the  supply  of  Diph- 
theria Antitoxin,  Scarlet  Fever  Streptococcal  Antitoxin  and  any 
other  sera  reasonably  necessary  to  medical  practitioners  in  the 
town,  were  continued,  and  utilised  to  a considerable  extent. 


(j)  Propaganda  : From  October,  1937  to  March,  1938,  the 
Local  Authority  fully  co-operated  in  the  ''  National  Campaign 
to  encourage  the  wider  use  of  the  Health  Services  ''  initiated 
by  the  Minister  of  Health,  the  outdoor  and  indoor  posters, 
mounted  showcards,  bookmarks,  etc.,  being  effectively  utilised. 
Head  teachers  were  also  encouraged  to  give  " talks  to  scholars 
on  the  subject  matter  dealt  with  each  month. 

The  two  remaining  poster  hoardings  taken  over  by  the 
Local  Authority  from  the  former  Empire  Marketing  Board  were 
fully  utilised  until  September,  1938,  seven  different  sets  of  posters 
being  exhibited  from  January  to  September.  After  that  date 
the  boards  were  dismantled,  as  their  condition  had  badly 
deteriorated. 

On  the  12th  April,  1938,  a public  lecture  arranged  by  the 
Public  Health  Committee  on  “ Tuberculosis  ; its  prevention  and 
Cure  ” was  given  by  J.  Harley  Williams,  Esq.,  M.D.,  D.P.H., 
Barrister-at-Law,  Medical  Commissioner  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  The  lecture  was  attended 
by  a full  and  appreciative  audience. 
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E.— SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

(a)  Sanitary  Circumstances  : 

(i)  Water  Supply  : From  Corporation  Works  as  described 
in  page  17  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1930.  Delivery  during 
1938  = 453,939,115  gallons. 

A scheme  comprising  renewal  of  machinery  and  alterations 
to  buildings  at  the  pumping  station,  and  construction  of  a large 
new  service  reservoir  is  in  process  of  execution. 

Outlying  portions  of  the  Borough  covered  by  the  extension 
of  the  boundary  in  1934  are  served  by  the  East  Kent  District 
Water  Company’s  mains. 

There  are  24  houses  in  the  Borough  not  connected  with  the 
public  mains.  Of  these — 

11  have  well  water  (from  4 wells). 

11  have  rain-water  tanks. 

2 have  spring  water. 
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The  wells  and  tank  supplies  are  kept  under  observation,  and 
tested  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically  from  time  to  time. 

As  a precautionary  measure  during  the  progress  of  work  in 
extending  the  Corporation’s  undertaking,  slight  chlorination  was 
commenced  in  July,  1938,  and  regularly  continued,  the  rate  of 
chlorination  being  0.1  part  per  million.  The  other  precautions 
suggested  in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  No.  1684,  dated 
12th  March,  1938,  were  also  observed  ; and  the  amplified  details 
in  Memorandum  221  issued  in  January,  1939,  are  also  in  opera- 
tion. 

Arrangements  were  continued  throughout  1938  for  monthly 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  Corporation 
supply,  and  the  following  show  the  most  recent  results.

(2)  Methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  from  bed 
bugs  :

Periodical  visits  are  made  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector

“ In  general,  the  tenants  transferred  from  Slum  Clearance 
Areas  show  pride  in  their  new  houses,  and  appreciate  the 
wholesome  surroundings  provided  by  the  housing  estates. 
They  maintain  their  dwellings  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
manner.  In  a few  cases  tenants  fail  to  respond  to  their 
improved  conditions  of  housing  and  tend  to  relapse  to  their 
old  mode  of  living.  This  apathy  is  largely  due  to  poverty. 
The  proportion  of  unsatisfactory  tenants  is,  however,  small.’’

Routine  Procedure  : During  Rat  Week  notices  were 
posted  throughout  the  Borough.  The  Clayton  machine,  with 
the  services  of  the  Ratcatcher,  was  hired  by  the  Military 
Authorities  and  used  by  them  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  on  four  days  of  the  week  at  the  Dover 
Castle  and  the  Citadel  Barracks. 

This  work  is  of  considerable  value  to  the  Town  in  limiting 
the  entry  of  rats  from  the  outlying  area. 

The  Clayton  Machine  was  used  by  the  Department  in  treat- 
ing the  banks  of  the  River  Dour  from  Pencester  Road  to  Dieu 
Stone  Lane  with  sulphur  dioxide.  Judging  by  subsequent 
observations,  the  results  were  good. 

All  complaints  as  to  the  prevalence  of  rats  were  followed  up, 
as  a result  of  which  a number  of  defective  drains  were  made  good 
and  nesting  places  of  rats  eliminated. 

The  Corporation  laystall  at  Coombe  was  inspected,  but  no 
action  was  found  necessary,  chiefly  owing  to  the  system  of 
“ controlled  ” tipping  in  force. 

Barium  biscuits  and  birdlime  to  the  value  of  £4  18s.  2d.  were 
sold  to  the  public. 

Rat  destruction  in  the  Port  Area  is  dealt  with  in  Section  I. 
of  this  Report. 

(g)  Camping  Sites  : 

During  1938,  one  site  was  licensed  by  the  Authority  under 
section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  as  a site  for  three 
caravans,  subject  to  the  observance  of  the  appropriate  conditions.

Orthopsedie  Scheme : 

The  Committee’s  scheme  for  the  orthopaedic  treatment  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age  has  been  in  operation  since  the 
close  of  1927.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  in-patient  treat- 
ment of  cases  at  the  Royal  National  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
London,  at  £2  Is.  per  week,  or  in  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital, 
Dover,  at  £2  2s.  per  week ; massage,  etc.,  in  the  out-patient 
department  of  the  latter  institution  at  a charge  of  Is.  6d.  per 
attendance  ; the  provision  of  surgical  appliances  where  neces- 
sary, X-ray  examinations,  and  the  payment  of  travelling  expenses 
on  journeys  for  treatment  in  necessitous  cases. 

During  1936,  an  arrangement  was  effected  with  the  Royal 
National  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  whereby  an  Orthopaedic 
Specialist  Surgeon  from  the  staff  attends  at  Dover  each  month 
to  conduct  a Clinic  at  the  Welfare  Centre.  Both  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical  Service  cases  are  seen.  A 
fee  of  £3  3s.  Od.  per  session  is  paid  to  the  hospital  plus  the 
surgeon’s  travelling  expenses  of  £2  2s.  Od.  on  each  occasion. 
The  arrangement  has  proved  a valuable  aid,  and  has  resulted 
in  better  specialist  supervision  of  old  cases  and  the  securing  of 
more  rapid  diagnosis  and  appropriate  treatment  in  cases  coming 
under  observation  for  the  first  time.  The  Clinic  was  inaugurated 
on  the  6th  April,  1936.  Eight  sessions  were  held  during  1938, 
and  20  individual  children  under  5 years  of  age  attended.  A 
total  of  46  attendances  were  made  by  these  M.C.W.  cases  ; but 
a much  larger  number  of  School  Medical  Service  cases  were  dealt 
with.  These  are  recorded  in  the  S.M.S.  section  of  this  report.

Following  condemnation  in  the  Borough  of  carcases  of  animals 
infected  with  tuberculosis,  endeavour  is  always  made  to  ascertain 
the  farms  of  origin  of  the  animals.  Where  such  information  is 
forthcoming,  it  is  passed  to  the  County  Authority,  in  order  that 
the  conditions  of  the  herds  at  the  particular  farms  may  be 
investigated  from  the  milk-supply  aspect,  in  co-operation  with 
the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.

(iv)  Disposal  of  Unsound  Food.  : The  arrangement  was 
continued  of  consigning  all  condemned  meat  and  offal  to  the 
Sheppey  Glue  and  Chemical  Company  through  a local  contractor. 
The  disposal  is  carried  out  at  no  cost  to  the  Corporation,  tlie 
trade  value  being  set  off  against  the  expense  of  collection’  and 
railway  charges. 


The  cost  of  local  transport  for  collection  purposes  was  small 
only  6/7  being  involved. 


(v)  Meat  Marking  : There  is  no  meat  marking  scheme 
under  Part  III.  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924 
in  force  in  the  Borough. 


(vi)  Tuberculosis— Animals  : Part  IV.  of  the  Agriculture 
Act,  1937  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1938,  involved 
the  transfer  from  Local  Authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  of  many  duties  concerning  diseases  of  animals 
including,  inter  alia  : — 

(a)  Diagnostic  inquiries  into  any  of  the  diseases  of  animals 
(including  tuberculosis)  scheduled  under  the  Diseases 
of  Animals  Acts.  This  involved  the  transfer  of  the 
whole  of  the  administration  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order 
including  the  slaughter  of  affected  cattle  and  the 
payment  of  compensation  to  the  owners. 
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(b)  Examination  of  cattle  by  a veterinary  inspector  on 
receipt  of  a notification  from  a Medical  Officer  of 
Health  that  tuberculosis  is  caused  or  likely  to  be 
caused  by  the  consumption  of  milk  produced  by  the 
herd,  or  that  an  infectious  disease  is  caused  or  likely 
to  be  caused  by  the  consumption  of  milk  from  the 
herd. 


(c)  Tuberculin  testing  and  inspection  of  cattle  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders. 


(vii)  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933  : 

On  the  26th  June,  1934,  the  Town  Council  paased  a Resolu- 
tion applying  Section  I.  of  the  Act  to  sheep,  ewes,  wethers,  rams 
and  lambs,  as  from  1st  August,  1934,  thus  entailing  the  use  of 
a humane  killer  for  these  animals  as  well  as  cattle.  By  arrange- 
ment, the  humane  killer  is  also  used  for  pigs  in  all  cases  in  the 
Borough. 


Forty-one  slaughtermen  were  licensed  locally  for  the  three 
years  ending  31st  December,  1940. 


In  only  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  an 
omission  on  the  part  of  a slaughterman  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act. 


(viii)  Legal  Proceedings  : Instituted  in  two  eases  : 

(a)  Following  a seizure  on  the  14th  May  of  unsound  meat 
consisting  of  one  joint  of  beef  (aitch-bone)  and  seven  pieces  of 
beef,  weighing  9 lbs.  4 ozs.  and  2 lbs.  13  ozs.,  respectively,  action 
was  taken  under  Sections  116  and  117,  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
dealing  with  unsound  food  exposed  for  sale,  or  deposited  in  any 
place  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  and  intended  for  the  food  of  man, 
and  the  vendor  was  fined  £5  Os.  Od. 


(b)  Following  a seizure  on  the  17th  September  of  19  unsound 
rabbits  weighing  40  lbs.,  action  was  taken  under  Sections  116 
and  117  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as  above  ; under  Section 
118  of  the  same  Act  dealing  with  obstruction  of  the  Inspector 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  ; and  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations,  1924,  and  Public  Health  (Meat)  Amendment  Regu- 
lations, 1935,  Article  20,  Sub-section  5,  requiring  all  steps  to  be 
taken  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  guard  against  con- 
tamination of  meat.  Under  the  first  charge,  the  vendor  was 
hned  £10  Os.  Od.  ; under  the  second  charge,  the  vendor  and  his 
son  were  fined  £5  Os.  Od.  each,  while  the  third  charge  was 
dismissed.

Removal  of  tenants’  effects  is  carried  out  by  contract  by  a 
local  hrm  of  furniture  removers.  This  hrm  provides  a suitable 
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van,  in  which  the  vermin-infested  furniture  can  be  treated  by 
hydrocyanic  acid  gas.  Such  furniture  is  loaded,  the  van  con- 
veyed to  a suitable  site,  and  the  fumigant  applied  by  a firm  of 
experts.  After  treatment  each  van  is  ventilated,  and  the  con- 
tents conveyed  to  the  new  houses.  The  firm  undertakes  all 
responsibility,  and  gives  a guarantee  of  freedom  from  risk  after 
treatment  of  the  articles.  No  bedding  is  subjected  to  this 
process,  but  is  dealt  with  at  the  steam  disinfector  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  while  the  other  articles  are  undergoing  HCN  fumigation. 
The  scattered  dates  on  which  removals  had  to  be  arranged  during 
1938,  and  the  small  number  dealt  with  on  each  occasion  did 
not  justify  asking  the  fumigation  contractors  to  come  down. 
Eighteen  families  were  transferred,  and  disinfestation  of  the 
furniture  was  necessary  in  5 cases,  the  work  being  carried  out 
by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  orthodichlor- 
benzene and  an  effective  proprietory  insecticide  being  employed. 
Bedding  and  clothing  in  connection  with  these  removals,  number- 
ing 91  articles,  were  dealt  with  in  the  steam  disinfector.

(10)  Arrangements  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal 

disease  amongst  sailors  under  international  arrange- 
ments : Inquiries  are  made  of  the  master  of  each 
ship,  and  cases  reported  are  informed  of  the  local 
arrangements  and  dates  when  treatment  can  be 
obtained  at  the  V.D.  Clinic.  The  necessary  hand- 
bills are  now  supplied  in  hve  languages. 

(11)  Arrangements  for  the  interment  of  dead  : A new, 
adequately  equipped  mortuary  was  provided  by  the 
Local  Authority,  and  opened  in  1933.  It  is  con- 
veniently situated  and  available  for  port  cases.  Inter- 
ments would  take  place  in  the  local  burial' grounds  if 
occasions  arose. 

(12)  Other  matters  : The  necessary  local  organisation  for 
giving  effect  to  the  Regulations  has  worked  satis- 
factorily during  1938.

5.  Measures  against  Rodents  : 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodent  plague  : 

(a)  In  Ships  in  the  Port  : Ships  entering  the  port  are 

periodically  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats,  and 
any  dead  rats  found  under  doubtful  circumstances 
would  be  sent  for  bacteriological  examination.  Very 
few  vessels  from  infected  ports  enter  Dover  Harbour. 
They  simply  call  at  the  port  for  landing  sick  persons, 
and  proceed  on  their  journeys  at  once. 

(b)  On  Quays,  Wharves  and  Warehouses,  etc.,  in 

VICINITY  OF  THE  PoRT  I Periodical  inspections  are 
made,  and  when  it  appears  necessary,  any  dead  rats 
that  may  be  found  on  quays  or  in  warehouses,  etc., 
are  sent  for  bacteriological  examination. 

(2)  Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats  between 

Ships  and  the  Shore  : Rat  guards  are  provided  by  the 
Authority  for  use  when  required. 

(3)  Methods  of  deratisation  of  : — 

(a)  (i)  Ships  : Methods  of  poisoning  adopted  by  the 

Southern  Railway  Company  have  proved  successful 
in  keeping  the  cross-Channel  boats  (of  which  the 
traffic  of  the  port  chiefly  consists)  free  from 
rats.  The  short,  cross-Channel  journeys,  and  the 
frequency  with  which  cargoes  are  discharged,  tend 
to  curtail  the  possibility  of  rats  breeding  on  board 
these  boats.  Ihe  routine  half-yearly  inspections 
under  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Staff  are  successful  in  correcting  and  check- 
ing harbourage. 
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(ii)  Dover  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  as  a 
port  for  the  issue  of  Deratisation  and  Deratisation 
Exemption  Certificates,  as  from  the  8th  May,  1930. 
The  Public  Health  (Deratisation  of  Ships)  Regula- 
tions, 1929,  have  been  superseded  by  the  Port  Sani- 
tary Regulations,  1933,  and  the  work  is  now  carried 
out  under  the  latter.  During  1938,  35  vessels  were 
subjected  to  full  rat-searching  inspection,  a Deratisa- 
tion Exemption  Certificate  being  issued  in  each  case. 
Twenty-two  of  these  vessels  were  on  the  cross- 
Channel  services. 

On  the  1st  May,  1936,  an  agreement  was  entered 
into  under  Art.  4 (2)  of  the  1933  Regulations  between 
the  Dover  Port  Health  Authority  and  the  Corpora- 
tion of  Folkestone  whereby  the  staff  of  the  Dover 
Port  Health  Authority  carry  out  rat-searching 
inspections  of  Vessels  at  the  Port  of  Folkestone. 
Two  of  the  35  inspections  mentioned  above  were  con- 
ducted at  Folkestone  under  the  arrangement. 

(b)  Premises  in  Vicinity  of  Docks  and  Quays  : The 
local  warehouses  are  used  for  grain  storage,  and 
these  are  rat-proofed,  and  cats  kept  by  the  firms 
concerned,  to  destroy  any  rats  that  may  gain 
access.  A Clayton  fumigating  machine  is  avail- 
able in  the  department,  and  is  used  at  the  port 
when  special  circumstances  require  its  employment. 
The  Southern  Railway  deal  with  rats  on  their  pre- 
mises at  the  port,  a travelling  party  visiting  at 
intervals  and  using  the  Cyanogas  process  where 
necessary. 

The  Eastern  Dockyard  was  visited  at  intervals 
and  found  to  be  almost  clear  of  rats,  there  being  no 
food  to  attract  them  during  the  year. 

(4)  Measures  taken  for  detection  of  rat  prevalence  in  Ships 
and  on  Shore  : 

Routine  sanitary  inspection,  as  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  daily 
at  the  port  for  food  inspection  purposes.  All  foreign-going 
vessels  are  at  once  dealt  with  under  Art.  19  of  the  1933  Regula- 
tions.

8.  Parrots  (Prohibition  of  Import)  Regulations,  1930  : During 
1938,  13  notices  of  prohibition  were  issued  by  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  In  9 cases  the  birds  were  destroyed  at  this 
port,  and  in  the  4 other  instances  the  birds  were  exported  by 
their  owners. 

In  two  instances  the  Port  Health  Authority  instituted  legal 
proceedings  against  passengers  who  attempted  to  import  birds 
of  the  parrot  species  in  contravention  of  the  Order.  In  one 
instance  the  case  was  dismissed  on  payment  of  5s.  6d.  costs,  and 
in  the  other  the  defendant  was  fined  £2  2s.  Od.  and  6s.  costs. 

By  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Southern  Railway 
Company,  passengers  were,  in  general,  warned  before  embarking 
at  the  French  and  Belgian  ports  with  Parrots,  and  in  this  way 
disappointment  to  passengers  on  arrival  at  British  ports  was 
minimised  as  much  as  possible. 

When  it  is  necessary  to  destroy  birds,  this  is  carried  out  in 
the  lethal  chamber  loaned  to  the  Authority  by  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals.

4.  Medical  Inspection 

(a)  Routine  Inspection  at  Schools  : The  schools  were 
visited  for  routine  and  special  examinations  by  Dr.  Nicholl  on 
72  occasions. 

Of  the  children  in  average  attendance,  some  1387  were 
inspected  as  routine  cases — i.e.  31.08%  of  the  total  number. 

The  number  of  entrants  examined  was  495  as  compared  with 
465  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  number  on  the  books 
, of  the  Elementary  Schools  for  1938  is  4839  as  compared  with 
5723  in  1933. 

Children  found  at  the  primary  inspection  to  have  some  defect 
are  referred  either  to  their  own  doctor  or  to  the  school  clinic. 
Such  cases  are  kept  under  observation  by  systematic  re-inspection 
until  the  defect  has  been  dealt  with  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
School  Doctor. 
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(b)  Special  Inspections  : It  must  be  remembered  that 
in  the  Routine  Inspections  of  children  at  school,  the  child  is 
examined  only  three  times  in  the  course  of  its  school  career. 
Between  Routine  Inspections,  cases  outside  the  group  ages  may 
be  put  forward  by  the  parents,  head  teachers,  attendance  officers 
or  school  nurses  for  examination,  either  at  the  school  or  at  the 
Inspection  Clinic,  and  are  specially  inspected. 


Inspection  Clinic. — This  was  held  at  the  Welfare  Centre, 
Brook  House,  on  124  forenoons.

Under  this  section  practitioners  are  enabled  to 
obtain  from  the  local  Education  Authority,  for  their  confidential 
information,  particulars  as  to  the  School  medical  records  of  any 
young  persons  whom  they  have  accepted  for  treatment.

During  the  past  year  there  were  3 cases  of  Diphtheria  among 
Dover  children,  none  of  whom  had  been  immunised.  Since 
immunisation  was  commenced  at  the  special  clinic  in  1930, 
there  has  been  a decided  decline  in  the  number  of  Diphtheria 
cases.  Whether  or  not  the  decline  of  Diphtheria  is  coincident 
with  the  commencement  of  immunisation  is  conjectural. 

It  has  been  found  that,  in  order  to  bring  about  a marked 
decline  in  the  Diphtheria  rate  in  a community,  it  is  essential 
for  32%  of  the  children  of  the  age  group  1-5  to  be  immunised. 
So  far  it  has  not  been  possible  to  attain  that  desirable  goal. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports.  Diphtheria  is  a 
disease  which  has  a characteristic  age  incidence.  It  is  rare 
during  the  first  year  of  life,  owing  to  the  immunity  the  child  has 
derived  from  the  mother.  From  the  second  to  the  fifth  year, 
the  incidence  rises  rapidly,  decHning  after  that  age  slowly  until 
the  13th  year,  after  which  the  decline  is  rapid,  so  that  by  the 
age  of  25  the  chance  of  contracting  the  infection  is  small. 

It  has  been  found  that  about  4%  of  the  population  of  this 
country  are  carriers  of  virulent  diphtheria  germs.  In  case  of 
war,  there  is  bound  to  be  evacuation  of  children  from  unsafe 
areas  to  safe,  and  those  children  from  districts  with  a high  herd 
immunity  coming  into  contact  with  those  in  an  area  where 
immunity  is  low,  will  in  all  probability  cause  an  outbreak  of 
Diphtheria.  It  is,  therefore,  highly  desirable  that  all  children 
should  be  protected,  and  so  render  the  possibility  of  an  epidemic 
remote.

Measles  : During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  there  was  an 
outbreak  of  this  infectious  malady,  which  occurred  in  twelve 
departments.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  outbreak  was  the 
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distance  between  the  two  schools  with  the  largest  number  of 
cases — Buckland  (52)  and  Belgrave  Road  (46).  As  this  disease 
is  of  a highly  infectious  nature,  it  is  difficult  to  explain  why 
some  of  the  schools  escaped  the  infection. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  onset  of  this  complaint  which 
simulates  a bad  cold  in  the  head,  enables  a child  to  infect  others 
before  the  nature  of  the  disease  is  established.  It  is  rare  for  a 
person  to  have  a second  attack  during  life.  Advantage  of  this 
fact  is  taken  in  the  American  Schools,  where  a register  of  children 
who  have  had  the  complaint  is  kept.  When  a case  occurs  in  the 
school,  all  children  who  have  not  had  the  complaint  are  excluded. 
This  has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  incidence  considerably, 
for  as  in  the  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  the  school  is 
the  centre  of  infection.  It  may  be  questionable  whether  in  a 
small  town  such  as  Dover,  this  method  of  quarantine  would  check 
the  spread  of  the  infection,  seeing  that  most  of  the  excluded 
children  would  be  bound  to  come  into  contact — either  in  playing 
or  attending  Sunday  Schools. 

Even  to-day  this  infectious  disease  is  looked  upon  as  trivial 
by  a large  number  of  parents,  despite  the  fact  that  it  may  cause 
permanent  damage  to  the  child’s  lungs  and  glands,  and  lay  a 
debilitated  system  open  to  the  ravages  of  the  tuberculosis  bacillus. 
Like  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  measles  is  spread  by  droplet 
infection.

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Four  cases  of  plantar  warts — verruca  plantosis — were  seen  at 
the  Clinic.  This  disease  is  known  to  be  due  to  a filter-passing 
virus,  and  to  be  infectious.  It  has  been  prevalent  in  South-West 
Lancashire,  and  smaller  outbreaks  have  been  noted  in  Cardiff, 
Leicester  and  Middlesex. 


The  four  cases  occurred  in  girls,  and  were  situated  on  the 
ball  of  the  foot.  The  activities  of  the  girls  affected  were  decidedly 
restricted,  owing  to  the  pain  caused  by  pressure  on  the  warts. 
There  was  much  tenderness  on  pressure  over  the  growth,  which 
as  a rule  is  absent  in  the  usual  callosity. 

It  is  essential  that,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection, 
the  child  be  excluded  from  swimming  baths,  owing  to  the  liability 
of  the  platform  mats  on  which  they  stand  becoming  infected. 

The  treatment  adopted  varied  according  to  the  size  of  the 
wart.  Two  required  a local  anaesthetic  and  the  most  of  the 
growth  scraped  out,  followed  by  application  of  Salicylic  Acid 
Collodion.  The  other  two  cases  responded  to  repeated  applica- 
tions of  strong  nitric  acid.

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Chronic  Otitis  Media  : These  cases,  with  thorough  cleans- 
ing and  insufflation  of  iodised  boracic  powder,  rapidly  lose  their 
offensive  character,  the  middle  ear  becomes  much  more  healthy, 
and  in  a large  percentage  of  cases,  the  discharge  ceases. 


Unfortunately  there  is  a small  percentage  of  cases  which,  in 
spite  of  treatment,  become  chronic  and  relapse  from  time  to 
time.  In  this  class  of  case  the  naso-pharynx  is  examined  for  any 
possible  septic  focus,  i.e.  Adenoids,  Tonsils,  Sinuses.  If  found, 
the  defects  are  dealt  with,  and  in  most  cases  the  trouble  clears 
up.  If  after  treatment  the  ear  condition  shows  no  sign  of 
clearing  up,  the  case  is  probably  one  of  antrum  infection,  and  the 
question  of  mastoid  operation  arises.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Debility

The  routine  practice  adopted  in  dealing  with  cases  of  Tonsils 
and  Adenoids  requiring  operation  is  as  follov/s.  The  case  is  first 
seen  at  the  Inspection  Clinic,  where  details  of  the  child’s  condition 
is  duly  noted,  and  the  case  sent  forward  for  the  Nose  and  Throat 
Specialist’s  opinion.  If  an  operation  is  found  to  be  necessary, 
the  case  is  entered  on  the  hospital  list,  and  the  nose  and  throat 
swabbed  in  case  virulent  germs  are  present. 

On  the  day  of  operation  the  child  is  given  an  ordinary  break- 
fast and  brought  to  the  hospital  in  the  morning.  After  the 
operation,  which  usually  takes  place  in  the  early  afternoon,  the 
child  is  detained  in  hosiptal  for  24  hours,  or  longer,  if  necessary, 
and  does  not  return  to  school  for  at  least  10  days. 

For  the  past  few  years  controversy  has  raged  round  the 
question  of  the  advisability  of  operating  on  all  children  showing 
evidence  of  enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids.  Some  Authorities 
consider  that  a large  number  of  the  cases  do  not  justify  operative 
procedure,  and  in  one  important  Clinic  the  Specialist  only  advised 
operation  in  25  % of  the  cases  submitted  to  him.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  results  of  tonsillectomy  and  adenoidectomy  in 
some  cases  is  most  disappointing. 

Cases  sent  forward  to  the  Specialist  from  the  Inspection 
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Clinic  are  mostly  on  the  grounds  of  (a)  frequent  attacks  of 
tonsillitis,  (b)  chronic  catarrhal  condition,  (c)  sinus  trouble, 
(d)  ear  disease,  especially  where  deafness  is  increasing.  Some 
Authorities  consider  it  would  be  a more  rational  procedure  to 
study  the  individual  first,  and  the  tonsils  afterwards,  rather  than 
follow  the  modern  tendency  of  removing  the  tonsils,  if  in  any 
way  suspicious,  in  children  whose  general  health  is  poor,  but 
who  show  no  obvious  disease. 

It  has  been  claimed  to  lessen  the  risk  of  infection  by  rheu- 
matism and  diphtheria,  although  not  by  Scarlet  Fever,  and 
is  useful  in  the  treatment  of  Diphtheria  Carriers.  There  is  no 
evidence  that  wholesale  tonsillectomy  has  any  influence  in 
lessening  the  incidence  of  infectious  illness  as  a whole. 

The  operation  is  not  advisable  in  children  under  five  years 
of  age,  unless  causing  obstruction,  owing  to  the  rapid  reformation 
of  the  lymphoid  tissue,  producing  in  some  cases  a second  pair 
of  tonsils.  Enlarged  tonsils  sometimes  run  in  families.  The 
causes  are  many  and  varied,  catariii  of  the  upper  respiratory 
passages,  rickets,  carious  teeth,  prematurity,  artificial  feeding, 
and  defects  of  environment,  especially  damp  houses. 

To  derive  the  ])est  results  from  the  operation,  the  post 
operative  treatment  of  1he  child  is  of  the  utmost  importance. 
Correct  methods  of  breathing,  and  the  institution  of  daily  deep 
breathing  exercises,  and  attention  to  the  nasal  and  oral  hygiene 
ought  to  be  thorouglilv  carried  out.  It  takes  some  little,  time 
to  teach  an  affected  child  to  keep  its  mouth  shut,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  for  some  years  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  child  to 
keep  it  open  to  enable  it  to  breathe.

E. — Orthopaedic  Treatment  ; 

(a)  During  1936,  an  arrangement  was  effected  with  the 
Royal  National  Orthopaedic  Hospital  whereby  an  Orthopaedic 
Specialist  Surgeon  from  the  staff  attends  at  Dover  each  month 
to  conduct  a Clinic  at  the  Welfare  Centre.  Both  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical  Service  cases  are  seen.  A fee 
of  £3  3s.  Od.  per  session  is  paid  to  the  hospital,  plus  the  surgeon’s 
travelling  expenses  of  £2  2s.  Od.  on  each  occasion.  The  arrange- 
ment has  proved  a valuable  aid,  and  has  resulted  in  better 
specialist  supervision  of  old  cases,  and  the  securing  of  more 
rapid  diagnosis  and  appropriate  treatment  in  cases  coming  under 
observation  for  the  first  time.  The  Clinic  was  inaugurated  on 
the  6th  April,  1936.  During  1938  eight  sessions  were  held,  and 
86  individual  schoolchildren  attended.  A total  of  152  attend- 
ances were  made  by  these  School  Medical  Service  cases. 
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Children  seen  at  Clinic,  including  the  20  children  under 
school  age  mentioned  in  the  M.C.W.  section  of  the  Annual

10.  Cleansing  Station  : 

(a)  Pediculosis  : In  only  one  case  was  it  necessary  to 
issue  twenty-four  hour  notice  to  parents  in  connection  with  tlie 
verminous  conclition  of  tlieir  child.  No  legal  proceedings  were 
taken  during  the  year. 

(b)  Scabies  : Tlie  arrangements  for  treatment  of  cliildren 
sutfering  from  scabies  were  continued.

Assessment  of  nutrition  is  purely  a subjective  matter,  and  is 
fallible,  but  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  strong  relationship  gain 
in  weight  bears  to  the  amount  of  animal  food  in  the  diet.  It  is 
a strange  anomaly  that  many  fat  children  are  poorly  nourished. 
It  has  been  pointed  out  by  many  observers  that  the  better 
nourished  children  are  taller  and  heavier,  have  better  posture, 
better  shaped  heads  and  chests,  better  shaped  jaws  and  more 
regular  teeth,  and  better  quality  skin.  It  has  been  pointed  out 
that  rickets,  dental  caries  and  poor  posture  are  definite  indicators 
of  malnutrition.  In  native  races  poor  dentition  has  only  made 
its  appearance  since  their  introduction  to  the  impoverished 
foods  of  civilisation.  It  cannot  be  stressed  too  often  that  sleep 
is  a very  important  factor  in  the  nutritional  standard  of  a school 
child.  How  often  one  comes  across  the  case  of  the  child  who 
commences  the  morning  school  in  a drowsy  condition  and  unable 
to  concentrate  on  the  lesson.  Many  children  are  unable  to 
derive  full  advantage  from  this  great  gift  of  nature  owing  to 
late  hours,  noise  in  the  home,  sleeping  two  or  more  in  a bed, 
bad  ventilation,  etc. 

As  regards  the  effects  of  dietary  supplements  of  pasteurised 
and  raw  milk  on  the  growth  and  health  of  school  children,  the 
Milk  Nutrition  Committee  states  that  no  constant  differences 
were  observed  between  the  growth  rates  of  the  children  receiving 
raw  milk  and  those  of  children  receiving  pasteurised  milk. 

(b)  Milk  in  Schools  : 

(i)  Voluntary  Scheme  : A scheme  inaugurated  by  teachers 
has  been  in  force  for  some  years.  On  the  5th  September,  1934, 
the  Board  of  Education  issued  Circular  1437  concerning  the 
scheme  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board,  whereby  a rebate  is  paid 
by  the  latter  Board  to  the  retailer  whose  milk  supplies  to  schools 
are  approved  by  the  local  M.O.H.,  thus  enabling  scholars  to 
obtain  milk  at  |d.  per  bottle  of  1 /3rd  pint.  This  scheme  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1934. 

The  Authority’s  arrangements  for  the  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  these  milk  supplies  were  continued  in  1938. 

Seven  samples  per  month  are  thus  examined  at  the  County 
laboratory,  which  covers  each  school  department  at  approxi- 
mately 3-monthly  intervals. 
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The  standard  adopted  by  the  Authority  is  that  the  milk  shall 
not  contain  more  than  200,000  bacteria  per  1 c.c.,  and  have  no 
coli  bacilli  in  1/100  c.c. 

The  scheme  and  quality  of  milk  supplies  are  proving  satis- 
factory. 

(ii)  Scheme  oe  Education  Authority  under  S. 84 
Education  Act,  1921. 

Early  in  1935,  the  Education  Committee  considered  the 
question  of  supplying  free  milk  in  schools  to  such  children  as 
are  unable,  by  reason  of  lack  of  food,  to  take  full  advantage  of 
the  education  provided,  and  whose  parents  are  unable  to  pay 
for  the  milk. 

The  scheme  came  into  operation  on  the  27th  May,  1935,  and 
the  basis  is  as  follows  : — 

The  children  are  selected  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  at 
routine  school  inspections,  or  at  the  Inspection  Clinic,  or  are 
referred  to  the  Clinic  by  Head  Teachers  on  their  own  initiative, 
or  at  the  request  of  parents. 

After  medical  examination  such  cases  as  the  School  Medical 
Officer  recommends  for  milk  on  their  nutritional  condition  are 
referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Education  Committee,  who  makes 
the  necessary  inquiries  as  to  the  parents’  financial  circumstances. 

When  the  family  income  per  head  per  week,  after  deducting 
rent,  does  not  exceed  5/-  the  Authority  grants  free  milk. 

During  the  year  1938,  17  children  were  referred  for  examina- 
tion on  this  account  and  were  medically  examined,  and  14  of 
these  were  recommended  on  medical  grounds,  of  v/hom  4 were 
found  to  be  eligible  by  reason  of  their  financial  circumstances. 
The  other  10  were  either  over  scale  or  failed  to  return  the  financial 
form.  15,581  bottles  of  l/3rd  pint  of  milk  were  supplied  under 
the  Authority’s  scheme,  to  these  new  cases  amd  the  cases  pre- 
viously approved,  the  average  number  of  children  receiving 
milk  each  month  being  82.
